As an initial matter, the University of Florida Research Foundation, Inc. wislies to clarify 
that its original Petition Under 37 CFR §1.137(b) (the Original Petition) was filed on June 14, 
2005, not August 1 0, 2005 as stated in the Decision. 

Spccincally, on June 14, 2005. the University of Florida Research Foundation. Inc 
subnntlcd its Original Petition and, at the same time, filed a continuation application to satisfy 
the ivquircment for responding to the outstanding Action in the case. The Petitioner then 
diligently reviewed the Palx^nt Office database (PAIR) for evidence that the materials had been 
received and acknowledged by the Patent Office. Upon reviewing PAIR throughout June and 
July 2005 the Petitioner found no indication of receipt of the Petition filed June 14. 2005- 
therefore, the Petitioner made a telephonic inqui^ to the Office of Petitions regarding the 
Petition to Revive, 'l^c undersigned was informed that the Petitions Office records did not 
uvhcmc tl^at they had received the subject peUtion; therefore, a coex of the original Petition was 
facsimile transmitted to the Patent Office on August 10, 2005.

Accordingly, both the Original Petition as well as the continuation application were lilcd 
on June 14, 2005. 

As noted in the accompanying Renewed Petition, the Decision identilles two 
requirements of a successful Petition that, according to the Decision, have not been fulfilled by 
the Original Petition. Relevant facts and statements with regard to each of tliosc requirements 
arc set forth below:

In the Decision, it is noted that the Original Petition indicated that a continuation 
applicailon was submitted along with the petition. The Decision goes on to state that "Onicc 
records do not rcdc^^t the receipt of an application on August 10. 2005 which claims priority to 
ihe present application." 

As noted above, the Original Petition to Revive was submitted to the U.S. Patent Oftlcc 
on Jync.i4,_2005. along with the continuation application claiming priority to the abovc- 
rcferenccd application. The continuation application has been assigned serial number 
1 1/152,548 and given the filing dale of June 14, 2005. 

Accordingly, the Petitioner respectfully submits that the first requirement (37 CPR 
§1.1 37(b)(1)) has been fulfilled. 

The Decision slates that the Original Petition failed to include the required statement 
"that U,c entire delay in filing the required reply from the due dale for the reply mitil tl.e filing of 
a granlablc petition pursuant to Uiis paragraph was unintentional." 

The Petitioner notes tiiat the first paragraph of the Original Petition states as follows: 
As set forth in more detail below, the Petitioner's failure to prosecute the 
app licatjon was unintentional.

The Decision also a.sk.s for an explanation of the delay from obtaining the file history in 
Janua,^ 2005 to the filing of the Original Petition to Revive. Initially, the Petitioner reiterates 
thai the Petition was filed in June 2005. not in August 2005. 

During the period in question (January to June. 2005), the undersigned was responsible 
lor the review of this file and the preparation of the Petition. During this time period, in addition 
to teaching at the University of Florida Uvin College of Law, the undersigned made two trips to 
the U.S. Patent Office, two business trips to the West Coast and one business trip out of the 
country. The undersigned also attended to many pressing matters on his docket. Nevertheless 
consistent and s(ea<ly progress was made on this project. This progress included receipt and' 
initial review of the file history for this ease, efforts to deten^ine if there were any related 
appl.catioas thai were still pending, obtaining facts concerning the cirvum.stances of the 
abandonn)cnt. conducting legal research regarding the unique issues presented by this case 
oilempting to locate the inventors, conducting multiple meetings and telephone conferences with 
the owners of the patetU application, drafting a,e Petition, obtaining an executed Power of 
Attorney, and receiving final auUiorization and filing the Petition. 

•n.e filing of the Petitiort was not only without any intenUonal delay, it was. in fact, n lop 
pnoray. In view of these circumstances, the Petitioner reiterates that the entire delay in filing the 
rec,u,rc<. reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 
3/ Cl'R §1.137 was unintentional. 

l-urthermore. attached hereto and made an integral part hereof, is a copy of the Original 
PeUfon. ny virtue of the execution of the Renewed Petition by representatives of both owners 
the relitioner submits that all papers have now been submitted with proper Power of Attorney
